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Brief Description of the proposed project : 


There is a need to set up a 6.00 MLD STP ( Sewerage Treatment Plant ) to treat the sewerage 

water of Dhuri City . As per instruction of National Green Tribunal , untreated sewerage water can not be 
disposed in any manner . The 6.00 MLD STP shall benefit around 35000 persons .

This notification is made under the provision of section - 4 of THE RIGHT TO FAIR COMPENSATION 
AND TRANSPARENCY IN LAND ACQUISITION , REHABILITATION AND RE - SETTLEMENT 
ACT 2013 ( No. 30 of 2013 ) 


It is hereby notified that the acquisition of land under the proposed project falls under the provision of 
section 2 ( 1 ) ( e ) project for planned development . Thus , provision of section 2 ( 2 ) i.e. consent of Municipal 
Council / land owners is not required for this project . Further more special provisions to safeguard food security 
under section 10 of the said act are not triggered as it is a covered under sub section 2 of section 10. It is to be 
noted that entire SIA shall be carried out in consultation with Municipal Counsil and land owners . 


The SIA shall commence from the date of issue of the SIA notification , which shall be completed 
within 6 months . The important output of SIA shall include SIA report and Social Impact Mitigation Plan along 
with the disclosure as prescribed under section 6 of the said act .
